No. AJ 22 - 4 ,- — The Agreement printed b.-lnw 
which has been entered into by tiliri Jain 
Gurukul Shikshau Sangh, Bcawar in accordance 
with the provisions of Part VII of the Laud 
Acquisition Act 1894 (I of 1894) is hereby pub- 
lished for general information under sectiou 
42 of the said Act : 

Agreement. 

An agreement, made on the 25tli day oE 
November 1940 between Shree Jain Gurukul 
Shikshan Sangh Beawar registered on 20fli 


April 1938 under the Societies Registration 
Act 1860 and haying its office on Beawar Tod- 
garh Road, Gurukul Post Office, (hereinafter 
called tfie Gompany) of the one part and 
Governor General of India in Council (herein- 
after called the Governor General in Council) 
of the other part. 

Whereas upon the application of the com-, 
pany, the Provincial Government Ajmer- 
Merwara have agreed to acquire on behalf of 
the Company under the provisions of the Land 
Acquisition Act 1894 (I of 1894) the pieces 
and parcels of land described in the schedule 
hereto annexed and delineated in red on the 
plan attached herewith, with all rights upper- 
tenant thereto, situated between the buildings 
of the Company towards the east, and lands of 
the Company on the west, towards the west 
of the Beawar Todgarh Road between (5lh and 
7th furl ofi gs of the 2nd mile stone in Telisil 
Beawar (hereinafter called the land'), it having 
been shown to the satisfaction of the Provin- 
cial Government Ajmcr-Merwara that the pro- 
posed acquisition, is needed for the construc- 
tion of a work likely to prove useful to the 
public, viz playgrounds, hostels, and quarters 
for the Kulpati of 8 lire e Jain Gurukul Beawar 
laboratories, workshop and other buildings for 
the purpose of Shree Jaiu Gurukul Shikshan 
Sangh, Beawar (hereinafter called works re- 
lated to Shroc .lain Gurukul Shikshan Sangh, 
Bcawar) . 

And whereas the Provincial Government, 
Ajnicr-Mcrvvara have called upon the Company 
under the provisions of section 41 of the said 
Act to enter into an agreement with the Gover- 
nor General in Council hereinafter contain- 
ed. Now these presents witness and it is here- 
by agreed and declared as follows 

1. The Company shall pay to the Provincial 
Government, Ajmer-Merwaru or such person 
or persons as the Provincial Government may 
appoint in this behalf, before tile said land is 
transferred to the Gompany, the cost of ihc 
land as settled by the Collector for purposes 
of compulsory' acquisition or if reference is 
made to the Court, by such Court and in case 
of appeal or appeals, by the Final Court of 
Appeal and all payments and allowances in 
respect thereof payable under the said Act and 
all Court Costs and Pleader’s Fees etc, incur- 
red b,v the said Government in defending the 
reference, if any made to the Court as afore- 
said and on appeal or appeals filed in connec- 
tion herewith and all costs, Pleader’s Fees etc. 
payable or paid by' the Provincial Government 
to the claimants in the said matter. The Pro- 
vincial Government shall not be bound to give 
possession of the land until all the said moneys 
have been paid and ma,v withdraw from the 
acquisition, and in case of withdrawal the com- 
pany shall be liable to indemnify the Provin- 
cial Government, A jraer-Merwara against all 
expenses incurred and damage sustained as 
the result of anything done by them in the 
matter of acquisition till tlic date of with- 
drawal. 

2. Upon such payment by the Company, the 
Governor General in Council shall execute and 
do all such acts, deeds matters and things as 
ina.v be necessary or proper for effectively 
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veriing tin 1 said land in tlie Company and giv- 
ing 1 he Company an absolute title thereto tor 
ever subjci-l to t he conditions hereinafter set 
forth. 

o. The terms upon which the said land shall 
be held by the Company are: — 

(a) that the Company will use the said land 
for the aforesaid works related to the Institu- 
tion of Hhree Jain Gurukul Shikshan Sangh, 
Beawar, and for no other purpose.
